The deposed mayor of Gaza, Ra- 
shad a-Shawwa , does not think that 
riots will resume today in his area.

IDF on high

Fatah’s anniversary —

TEL AVIV -- Thousands of IDF 
troops deployed throughout the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip have 
been placed on high alert and in- 
Structed to intervene immediately 
and forcefully to nip in the bud any 
disturbances during the 24th Fatah 
anniversary today. 

Surprised by the scale and intensi- 
ty of the recent riots, the authorities 
fear that the present lull may be 
short-lived. 

The IDF’s deputy chief of opera- 
tions, Tat-Aluf Giora Rom, says the 
IDF has reliable intelligence that Jo- 
cal leaders will try to incite the pab- 
lic. It would take only one or two 
fatalities for the flames to engulf the 
areas once again, he told The Jeru- 
salem Post. 

In a briefing for the foreign press, 
Rom stressed that the IDF was de- 
termined not to allow any distur- 


bances to occur. 

The IDF has doubled the number 
of troops in the West Bank and tri- 
pled the number in the Gaza Strip. 

The troops ran out of riot gear at a 
very early stage in the recent riots, 
he said. But they have already re- 
ceived additional rubber bullets, 
tear-gas, plastic shields and clubs. 
Some of these were rushed in from 
abroad, Rom said. 

Fire trucks, used to spray large 
quantities of water, have been 
pulled out of Air Force bases ‘and 
sent to the territories. 

The IDF’s plan calls for deploying 
troops very close to trouble spots, 
such as the Jabalya refugee camp 
north of Gaza, and the Balata camp 
near Nablus. Troops will be sta- 
tioned more discreetly near 
mosques and quiet localities, be- 
cause a massive presence may cause

dollar skidded to record lows 
yesterday as major central banks 
were unable to stem a selloff in 
the U.S. currency, and Wall 
Street stocks retreated in a 
gloomy finish to 1987. 

- In financial markets still shak- 
eu by the mid-October global 
stock market crash, dealers wor- 
ried that the dollar's slide au- 
gured ill for 1988. In stock mar- 
kets that opened for trading on 
New Year’s Eve, share prices 
slipped. 

Gold prices rose about $3 an 
ounce as the dollar plunged to 
40-year lows against the German 
mark, Japanese yen, Swiss franc 
and Dutch guilder. 

The skidding dollar lost some 
1.5 per cent yesterday to close 
out a dismal year with losses of 
nearly 24 per cent against the 
yen and I5 to 20 per cent against 
a variety of major European 
currencies. 

By mid-afternoon, as most Euro- 
pean dealers headed home for the 
New Year's break and U.S. and Ca- 
nadian dealers started trading, the 
dollar touched record quoted lows 


of 1.567 Deutschmarks, 120.8 yen, 
1.271 Swiss francs and 1.766 Dutch 


guilders. κα ᾿ 

The dollar fell 2.6 pfennigs and 
2.5 yen yesterday alone. : 

Its drop occurred despite buying 
by the West German, Japanese, 
Swiss and Dutch central banks - the 
fourth straight day that central 
banks intervened to prop the U.S. 


currency. 

The dollar has not been as low 
against the pound sterling and the 
French franc in six years — a pound 
fetched $1.885, while the dollar fell 
to 5.32 French francs γ. 

“If the whole world wants to sell 
dollars, there's not much the central 
banks can do,” a London currency 
dealer said. 

That worries stockbrokers. A 
weak dollar is bad news for Europe- 
an and Japanese firms, which could 
Jose business as their products are 
priced off the American market. 

The weak dollar has been the key 
factor pushing stock prices down af- 
ter the October crash. : 

London’s benchmark Fizancial 
Times Stock Exchange 100-Share 
Index fell 47.8 points, or 2.7 per 
cent, to a day's low of 1,712 at 13:15 
GMT.

Mystery stones 
hit Egged bus

Police were trying to determine 
last night whether the stones that 
broke the windows of an Egged bus 
on the Jerusalem-Tel Aviv highway 
yesterday afternoon were thrown in- 
tentionally. . 

A No. 405 Egged bus was hit by 
the stones at about 3:30 p.m. near 
the ultra-Orthodox community of 
Telshe-Stone, not far from the Arab 
village of Abu Ghosh, in the Jerusa- 
lem Corridor.

The police initially announced

as tension mounts in territories

RAMALLAH - An IDF officer was 
injured near this West Bank town, 
there were ugly scenes outside a mil- 
itary court in Nablus and stones 
were hurled at Israeli vehicles yes- 
terday as tension mounted in the 
territories on the eve of the anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Fatah’ 

organization. 

Several Palestinians were arrested 
and the ΑἹ Amaari refugee camp 
near here was placed under curfew 
for several hours in the wake of the 
incidents, the first for a week. — 

Large numbers of troop rein- 
forcements were drafted into Ra- 
mallah and other centres through- 
out the West Bank. soldiers 
carrying full riot gear, including tear 
585 grenades and helmets with plas- 
tic visors, patrolled the streets, min- 
gling uneasily with local people. 
They ordered reluctant shopkeepers 
to open their shops. ’ 

Palestinian sources said they ex- 
pected a full commercial strike 
would be staged to mark today’s 
anniversary of the founding of Fa- 
tah, the mainstream military and po- 
litical wing of the PLO. Activists 
distributed leaflets calling for dem- 
onstrations . ᾿ 

ΑἹ! police leaves have been can- 
celled this weekend as the authori- 
ties prepare for the possibility of 
violence. In Jerusalem, an eyewit- 
ness said that army armoured per- 
somel carriers were being painted 
blue ready for use by the police. 

The biggest incident yesterday oc- 
curred outside the Nablus military 
court where troops reportedly used 
rifle butts and truncheons to break 
up an angry crowd of women who 
gathered there as more Palestinians 
went on trial for their alleged part in 
the recent bloody rioting. 

At one point, an army officer 
banned reporters and photogra- 
phers from the town and the nearby 

camps, though they were 
allowed to go on covering the trials. 
Photographers were requested to 
help cool the atmosphere by not tak- 
ing’ pictures of the demonstration. 

The trouble started when a jeep 
carrying four teenagers arrested 
during a demonstration, was spotted 


by the crowd who were waiting out- 
side the court for news of relatives. 


Women began shouting at the sol- - 


diers and several stones were 
thrown. 

An [DF spokesman last night de- 
scribed the incident as 8 misunder- 
standing and said the crowd dis- 
persed after being addressed by 
officers of the Civil Administration. 

In other incidents, an IDF officer 
was hit in the head and lightly 
wounded by a stone when troops 
dispersed a demonstration at the Al 
Amaari camp. Palestinian sources 
said that tear gas was used and re- 
ported that two soldiers were hurt 
and the windows of two Israeli cars 
were smashed. 

At Dahariya, near Hebron, 
where hundreds of Palestinian sus- 
pects are being held, stones were 
thrown at an Israeli vehicle, smash- . 
ing its windshield. Troops chased 
after the culprits, but failed to catch 
them. At the Askar refugee camp 
near Nablus, stones were thrown at 
a police station, but caused no 
damage. 

In what appeared to be a bid to 
diffuse some of the tension last 
night, the O/C Central Command 
whose men are responsible for secu- 
Tity in the West Bank, said that 
some detainees may soon be re- 
leased, if there is no more violence. 

Said Aluf Amram Mitzna: “If the 
situation remains as it is and the 
people continue to behave as they 
are behaving, we intend to start re- 
leasing detainees next week. 

Mitzna, talking on Israe) Televi- 
sion’s Arabic Service, said he be- 
lieved the wave of violence had 
passed and that “wisdom is over- 
coming emotion.” Army and Civil 
Administration officers were at- 
tempting to create better channels 
of communication with local people. 

He said that more than 1,000 peo- 
ple had been arrested since the riot- 
ing began and that “very few mis- 
takes " had been made. Most of the 
main activists had been caught, he 
asserted, and troops had also uncov- 
ered caches of fire bombs and 
explosives. 

Meanwhile, the so-called speedy 
trials of alleged rioters continued 
yesterday with 13 cases being heard 


in Nablus and 28 at the military 
court in Ἢ 

All 28 suspects here were remand- 
ed in custody and at Nablus, 12 were 
remanded and one was jailed for a

400. 

The funeral of 17-year old Musta- 
pha Muss el-Bek. who died in Beer- 
sheba’s Soroka Hospital of the 
wounds he sustained in the distur- 
bances, was held Wednesday night 
in the Jebalya refugee camp. Only 
his immediate family were permit- 
ted to attend the funeral amid strin- 
gent security precautions. 


A military court here yesterday 
acquitted a Palestinian youth ac- 
cused of participation in a violent 
demonstration earlier this month af- 
ter an IDF officer testified on his 
behalf. 

It was the third such acquittal in 
the nearly 200 trials of riot suspects 
-here this week. 

The officer told the court that the 
defendant, accused of having 
thrown rocks at security forces as 
well as waving a Palestinian flag and 
chanting provocative slogans . was 
actually at a meeting with him at the 
time of the demonstration. 

Three other were con- 
victed yesterday of riot-related of- 
fences , receiving prison sentences 
of between one and three months 
along with NIS 200 fines and five- 
month prison sentences suspended 
for five years. ᾿ 

In all, 187 suspects have come 
before the court this week, of whom 
153 were convicted and sentenced. 
The majority of the remainder 
pleaded not guilty and will be tried 
at a later date. 

Security forces last night made fi- 
nal preparations for threatened un- 
rest following mosque services this 
afternoon. Troops are expected to 
be deployed in large numbers near 
mosques throughout the Gaza Srip. 
Electric power is likely to be cut off 
to the mosques to prevent loud- 
speakers in the minarets from being 
used to incite the public.

Shomron presents IDF’s ’88 work plan

Chief of General Staff Dan Shom- 
ron yesterday presented the IDF's 
1988 work plan to Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin. 

The top secret plan outlines the 
weaponry the IDF wants to buy or 
develop, its training plans and 
changes that are to guide its activi- 
ties from April 1. 

According to one report, most of 
the funds made available locally 
from cancellation of the Lavi project 
will go to compensate the nearly 
3,000 workers who are to be laid off 


and to finance other projects at Isra- 
el Aircraft Industries. 

Most of the money saved in U.S. 
grants for the cancelled Lavi will be

U.S. Undersecretary of State Mi- 
chael Armacost flies to Islamabad at 
the weekend to confer with Paki- 
stani officials, The officials say they 
are hoping to hear Washington’s as- 
sessment of Soviet intentions in Af- 
ghanistan following the superpower 
summit three weeks ago.

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Papers show Allies’ fear of Soviet takeover in Syria

LONDON- The 1957 British gov- 
ernment papers, released this morn- 
ing under the 30-year rule. reveal 
that the British held secret talks with 
the Americans to discuss the possi- 
pility that the Soviet Union might 
take Over Syria. 

The whole of the cabinet meeting 
of September 10 was a secret meet- 
ing devoted to discussing the situa- 
tion in Syria. At the end of August 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan 
told the cabinet “There was little 
doubt the Soviet government had 
substantially increased their hold 
over Sytia and there was a serious 
risk that the country would soon fall 
wholly within the influence of the 
Soviet Union.” 

Britain’s main concern during 
1957 was to safeguard her energy 
sources. particularly since petrol ra- 


tioning had been introduced in the 
wake of the Suez crisis. From Octo- 
ber 1956 the British were discussing 
the possibility of building an oil 
Pipeline from Eilat to Haifa, taking 
the pressure off tankers going 
through Suez. 

Macmillan wrote to Gresham 
Cooke. ΜΡ. who had raised the 
question in the House of Commons 
in January 1957, asking him to with- 
draw the question since the proposal 
“raises delicate political issues, par- 
ticularly at this time.“ Macmillan 
outlined the problems entailed in 
the proposal, without disclosing to 
Cooke that the British government 
had actually commissioned a firm of 
engineers to draw up plans for the 
Pipeline. 

Much of the first months of 1957 
were taken up with securing Israel's 
withdrawal from Gaza and the Gulf 
of Akaba. Hundreds of papers indi- 


cate that the British, as ever. adept 
at doing one thing and saying the 
opposite, were warning the Israelis 
that they would apply oil sanctions if 
Israel did not comply with the UN 
demand for evacuation of the terri- 
tories occupied in the October 1956 
Sinai Campaign. 

in fact cabinet papers in late Feb- 
Tuary indicate that the British had 
no intention of applying sanctions 
against Israel and were in fact anx- 
iously attempting to find a way out 
of having to vote for such sanctions 
at the UN. 


In mid-January, however. Israeli 
ambassador Eliahu Elath had anas- 
ty set-to with the Foreign Office's 
Sic Ivone Kirkpatrick. Elath told 
Kirkpatrick that Israel would only 
evacuate Gaza on its own terms; 
Kirkpatrick retaliated by drawing 
the horrible scenario: “If we did not 


follow the UN, the Arab states 
would probably refuse to load our 
tankers. So in both eventualities, 
Israel would find herself without oil, 
her industry would grind to a stand- 
still, and worse still, she would be 
deprived of the means of making 
war.” - 

Elath, reported Kirkpatrick, 
“looked slightly shaken, but repeat- 
ed that his government had taken 
their decision. They were simply not 
prepared to be squeezed out of exis- 
tence like Czechoslovakia.” 

1957 was also the year in which 
the British formulated their re- 
sponse to the Arab boycott of Israei 
which lasted until t Thatch- 
er's visit to Israel in 1987. In July, 
the cabinet, alarmed at the implica- 
tions of the closure of the Shell oil 
refinery in Haifa, commissioned a 
report from the economic policy 
committee to examine the implica- 


tions of the boycott. The report was 
ready in September, and Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lloyd advised in a 
phrase that stood the British in good 
stead for 30 years, “the goverament 
should restrict their efforts to assist- 
ing individual firms which encoun- 
tered difficulties as a result of the 
activities of the Arab Com- 
mittee...any attempt by the UK to 
take independent action would not 
peepee any positive results and 
might well impair our prestige in the 


pense. Handwritten in the margin of 
a Foreign Office file is his comment: 
“This is rather tiresome. What can 
be done to counteract this?”

‘Sabbah shows a sensitivity for the complexities of the Middle East’

ROME - On the surface, the retire- 
ment of Italian Giacomo Giuseppe 
Beltritti. the Latin patriarch of Jeru-

Reform rabbi heads Zionist Council

Reform Rabbi Richard Hirsch 
was elected chairman of the Zionist 
General Council on Wednesday de- 
spite objections from the Mizrahi 
and Herut that the vote was dlegal. 

Hirsch, who has been director of 
the World Union for Progressive Ju- 
daism since 1973. is originally from 
the U.S. He was ordained by the 
Hebrew Union College in 1951. 

The vote was supposed to have 
been held at the first meeting of the 
ZGC immediately following the re- 
cent Zionist Congress. but was put 
off because of the chaos and bad 
feeling among the ies that pre- 
vated ἐπ the Se The ZGC is the 
supreme authority of the World Zi- 
onist Organization between 
congresses. 

Wednesday’s vot2 was held by the 
ZCG presidium, uct the Mizrahi ar- 


gued that this body was not autho- 
rized to elect a chairman. The Miz- 
rahi has appealed to the Zionist 
Supreme Court to overturn the 
vote. Hirsch was elected with the 
support of Labour, the Liberal Par- 
ty, the Conservative movement, 
Mapam and the Confederation of 
United Zionists. 

Before the Zionist Congress. 
World Mizrahi President Yosef 
Burg expressed strong opposition to 
the chairmanship of the ZGC going 
to a Reform rabbi, because of the 
symbolic importance of the post. In 
protocol governing state ceremo~ 
nies, for example, the ZGC chair- 
man is given precedence over mem- 
bers of the WZO executive and 
members of Knesset. 

Neither Burg nor other Mizrahi 
leaders have opposed the presence 
of Reform leaders on the WZO ex- 
@cutive, where they have served for 


the past 10 years. 

The negotiations over the distri- 
bution of portfolios on the WZO 
and Jewish Agency executives have 
been stalled due to Herut’s difficul- 
ties in finding a suitable candidate 
for treasurer.

Conservatives will not cooperate with Ultras on Shabbat legislation

The Conservative community in 
Israel will not cooperate in ultra- 
Orthodox efforts in the Knesset to 
pass legislation forbidding public 
entertainment on Shabbat. 

The rabbinical assembly of the 
Movement for Masorti Judaism in 
Israel has agreed, by consensus, that 
Jews ought to be free to decide as 


individuals, how to spend their Sah- 
bath, without legal constraints such 
as the ultra-Orthodox parliamentary 
factions are currently preparing. 
This position was adopted in the 
wake of a ruling by a it .usalem 
court,that the municipality was not 
authorized to close down places of 
entertainment on the Sabbath. 
The majority of the 40 heads of 
Masorti communities who discussed 
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the issue and reached the consensus. 
held that the movement should 
sponsor or encourage “alternative 
\eisure activities” such as lectures, 
symposia and song evenings. to 
which entrance would be free. thus 
not violating the Sabbath. 

The assembly held that Jewish ob- 
servance ought to be the result of 
persuasion “in the free market of 
ideas” and not rely on legal coercion 
to entorce such imposed 


observance. 

Meanwhile the Reform communi- 
ty. the Israel Movement for Progres- 
sive Judaism, has announced its in- 
tention of campaigning against 
diversion of funds by the Shas ultra- 
Orthodox party, from state and mu-

CAIRO (Reuter) -- Arab and Israeli 
visitors helped to give Egypt a 
bumper year for tourism in 1987 and 
revegue should more than double to 
$2 billion, Tourism and Civii Avia- 
tion Minister Fouad Sultan said on 
Wednesday.

The London Sunday Express, 
printed Ashman’s stqry last week- 
end. It said Yugoslavia had war 
crimes formation that left Wald- 
heim open to Soviet-bloc blackmail 
for many years. 

Waldheim, secretary-general of 
the UN from 1972 to 1982, has de- 
nied allegations that he took part in 
Nazi atrocities while he was a Ger- 
man anny officer in Yugoslavia dur- 
ing World War Ii. 

Among the papers released by 
Ashman was an April 28, 1980, let- 
ter from then-attomey-general Ben- 
jamin Civiletti to Waldheim. In it he 
discussed requests by various U.S.

And when you refer to the 
recent events in Gaza and Balata as “onrest” or 
“disturbances”, he corrects you instantly, proudly 
and cheerfully: “ΝΟ, they were a Palestinian upris- 
ing.” 


BUT: WHO IS a Palestinian? 

“Someone who feels he belongs to the Palestin- 
ian people,” Abdul-Hadi answered. 

Is the prime minister of Jordan, whose father 
came from Safad to serve King Hussein's grandfa- 
ther more than half a century ago, a Palestinian? 

“Yes, if stich people speak to you frankly, they’ 
tell you that they still feel like Palestinians. It 
doesn’t matter how high they've risen in the Jorda- 
nian power structure.” 

What's the difference between Palestinian patri-

it. Abdul-Hadi was able to explain, however, that 
people with direct or indirect access to King Hus- 
sein have quite different ideas on what Amman’s 
policy should be regarding their brothers under 
Israeli occupation. 

“Bach finger of the hand,” he said, “has its own 
thinking and interests. Prime Minister Rifai thinks 
that Jordan is best off concentrating on relations 
with Syria, the Saudis and concluding the Iran-Iraq

war. The Palestinians, in his view, should come 
second. You can say that since the king broke with 
the PLO, Rifai's view has been predominant. The 
king has been persuaded that the way to preserve 
stability now is to cut the PLO down to size and 
favour pro-Jordanians on the West Bank, some- 
times with Israeli help. 

“The stability of the Hashemite kingdom is al- 
ways the king’s top priority. He believes in the 
rights of the Palestinians, but he'll coordinate with 
the PLO only when he thinks this will contribute to 
stability. 

“The uprising shows that his scenario, based on 
his prime minister's advice, hasn't worked. Such an 
uprising isn’t in the king’s interest. It’s destabiliz- 
ing, because the Israelis might try to deport people 
across the bridges. It wasn’t organized by the PLO, 
but it has sent the king the following message: ‘If 
you want a settlement for the Palestinians, go 
through the PLO." ” 

According to Abdul-Hadi, the king is “worried”. 
The Palestinian message has been conveyed to him, 
not only by the pictures on TV, but by the “little 
finger” in his own power structure — the bankers, 
lawyers, doctors, businessmen, professors and so

on in Amman who carry Jordanian passports in 
their pockets and Palestine m their hearts, They 
have to rely on the crown prince to get the king’s 
attention, and Abdul-Hadi, who knows him, says 
that Hassan has lately been doing this for them. 

The Jordanian decision to grant pensions to the 
families of those killed by IDF troops was a re- 
sponse from “the maestro,” Abdul-Hadi believes. 
He adds that this isn't enough, however, and that 
he expects more will be done to placate the Pales- 
tinians. He predicts that officials at the Jordan 
River bridges will relax “the Rifai policy” of ha- 
rassing West Bankers with PLO connections. 

He also hopes for a rapprochement between 
Amman and the PLO, but doesn't expect it. He 
implies that for the moment, the other fingers of 
the hand, and above all the king, will prevent this. 


OTHMAN HALLAQ is the editor of the daily A- 
Nahar in East Jerusalem. Although impatient with 
questions about Jordanian and Palestinian identity 
and loyalty, he'll answer them in a nutshell anyway. 
He knows that people call his newspaper “‘pro~ 
Jordanian." 

“How can you be pro what you already are?” he 
asked. “All of us Palestinians bave Jordanian pass- 
ports. A Palestinian is a Jordanian, and a Jordanian 
is a Palestinian. One is the same as the other. 

“Of course. there’s not one of us who wouldn't 
like to live in an independent state governed by the 
PLO. Realistically speaking, that’s impossible. 
Present conditions in the Middle East won't allow 
it. Besides, the PLO itself, under Arafat, is a 
failure. 

“As iong as he leads it, it will have a moderate 
face -- he’s good at PR. But for the last 20 years, 
whenever he got close to a breakthrough, he 
looked over his shoulder, saw his extremists, and 


_ backed away. Nothing different will happen as long, 


as he’s there.” 

Hallaq’s publication was bom as a weekly during 
th brief Jordanian-PLO reconciliation. The point 
A-Nahar intended to drive home, he says, is that 


with Amman,” once the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
have been recovered from Israel in negotiations. 

It was Arafat’s failure to deliver On his promise, 
his inability to get his colleagues to approve these 
changes, which led King Hussein to turn away. 

Hallaq was last in Amman a few weeks ago. He 
agrees with Abdul-Hadi that what happened in the 
occupied territories mn December, 1987 is best char- 
acterized 85 an uprising, and he says that this is how 
it is being viewed by the powers-that-be on the 
other side of the river. 

“What happened was a spontaneous reaction to 
Israeli extremism. The PLO had nothing to do with 
it. People have just come to the point of despair.” 

The youths who threw rocks and bottles at the 
IDF, and their parents and grandparents who 
cheered them on, weren't addressing any message 
to Amman, Hallaq says. He adds that King Hus- 
sein must be concerned, but not necessarily wor- 
τοῦ: and no Jordanian-PLO rapprochement is in 


offing. 

“The problem was and is caused by Israel. The 
uprising shows an Israeli, not a Jordanian failure. 
Israel has the responsibility for dealing with the 
causes. It must do this, hopefully, by moving the 
peace process along, and not simply by taking 
re

“I know that some are saying that the king 
should be worried, because there are many Pales- 
tinians in Amman, and what has been happening 
here may be contagious. But there are no grounds 
for thinking so. The Palestinians in the East Bank 
aren’t under occupation, and they're prosperous. 
There's no dissatisfaction.” 

The king, he says, lays down the broad lines of 
policy, and the government carries them out. The 
Palestinian businessmen, professionals, etcetera, Ὁ 
have nothing to do with policy formation or imple- 
mentation. No matter how long they've been in 
Amman, “they have dual loyalty, as we have here. 
‘We, like they, carry the Jordanian passport for 
convenience, but feel Palestinian in our hearts. Our 
first loyalty is to the land. Our other loyalty is to the 
crown. So far, we've proved our loyalty to the 
crown 100 per cent.” 

Hallaq refused to speculate on how the balance 
of these twin loyalties might be affected if political 
or economic circumstances changed. 

He sees no prospect of the Jordanian govern- 
ment - that is, the crown — being able to disentangle 
itself from the Palestinian question. Some un- 
named advisers to King Hussein “would like noth- 
ing better than to forget the West Bank.” But if the 
rest of the Arab world has the option of relegating 
the Palestinians to the back burner, Jordan hasn't, 
because “the Palestinians are the core of Jordan.” 

One immediate practical consequence of the up- 
tising which is very much on Amman’‘s mind these 
days, according to Hallaq, is the threatened depor- 
tation of inciters. 

“If you want to put people in jail. go ahead. But 
don’t deport them. If you try, Jordan will just close 
the bridges. Marwan Dudein bas made the Jordani- 
an government's position clear - n0 deportees will 
be accepted.”

A non-democratic Israel is “quite 
untenable, an absurdity,” Eban 
continues, musing on the dilemmas 
posed by ruling 1.3 million Arabs 
denied the vote.“Who would sup- 
port us $n the international scene 
then?

ALL THREE DOVES feel that this 
month’s mass rioting in the territo- 


ties must have convinced most Is- 
raelis of the dangers inherent in a 
continuation of the status quo. 

But Gur believes that the left has 
been dealt a blow: “‘People like me 
who have always advocated terzito- 
rial compromise have been slapped 
in the face.” 

The Israeli population, he claims, 
has reacted by moving sharply to the 
Tight. However, he is not afraid that 
his insistence on the enforcement of 
“jaw and order” may have cost La- 
bour some left-wing support. 

“f'm not concemed about wheth- 
er that was good for Labour. But 1 
am sure that it was good for the 
State of Israel. The Palestinians 
have to know that nothing will be 
wrested from us by force of arms. 
“We're not the Crusaders, nor yet the 
Turks: We're here in this country to 
Stay.” 

Harel takes issue with the iron fist 
policy for its failure to come to 
terms with the Palestinian national 
movment. “ἴσου fists have never 
crushed national movements,” he 
insists, “and our own history proves 
it.” 

Despite Gur's disclaimer of dov- 
ishness and his insistence that it is 
maximum security first and fore- 
most that must guide Israel's and 
Labour’s policies, the former chief 
of general staff is at pains to stress 
his record of readiness for some ter- 
ritorial compromise.

LIKE EVERYONE in the Labour 
Party, it is the party manifesto and 
his “unqualified support for it,” that 
Gur invokes. Hawkish intransi- 
gence, he says, means that over time 
it is the doves' views that have often 
prevailed. 

He accepts the role and stature of 


. the doves — intelligent, thinking, 


caring, able people who make a sig- 
nificant contribution to the party: “I 


* don’t believe that anyone can prove 


quantitatively that they do Labour 
electoral harm by turning off some 
right-wingers, or that they pull in 
left-wingers.” His quarrel with the 
doves is that they go far beyond the 
Official party platform. 

“Party secretary-general Uzi Bar- 
Am, and Zvili, who's to be in charge 
of propaganda, are a formidable 
combination. But it will be Shimon 
Peres, Yitzhak Rabin, and Haim 
Bar-Lev — whose attitudes we all 
know fairly well - and Yitzhak Na- 
von, too, who has been pretty reti- 
cent on his dovishness, who will 
really decide on Labour's line.” 

Eban, however, believes that the 
leadership, “yes, even Rabin when 
it comes down to it," is with the 
doves.

a matter of style which, Gur seems 
to believe, is borne out by his words 
on “ ‘talking prety,” like the ex- 
treme left, the Citizens Rights Party 
does.

“First of all, we have to present 
views we believe in. Secondly, those 
views have to be acceptable to much 
of the electorate, That’s what La- 
bour has always done — seen the 
situation realistically and said that 
there can be no easy solutions.” 

Gur, who resigned his seat in the 
cabinet when Yitzhak Shamir suc- 
ceeded Shimon Peres as premier un- 
der the terms of the rotation agree- 
ment, believes that Labour's clears 
message of security combined with a 
readiness for territorial compromise 
may have to be delivered even be- 
fore the elections. He sets the forth- 
coming Moscow summit as ἃ cut-off 
date. 

“Until then, we should do all we 
can to have the great powers take up 
the Middle East question. If Shamir 
then continues obdurately to refuse 
any negotiations, I advocate leaving 
the government. And I don’t believe 
that we should again go into a na- 
tional unity coalition, even if that is 
the will of the people. The country 
has steadily deteriorated in every 
respect because of the present ar- 
Tangement,” he insists. 

That Jatter point is fully and force- 
fally endorsed by Eban, Harel and 
Ramon, who are all adamant that 
should the 1988 election produce a 
stalemate, they will urge Labour to 
fight the Likud from the opposition 
rather than join another national 
unity government. 

Meanwhile, Eban concentrates 
on the doves’ strategy in the run-up 
to the selection of candidates for the 


next Knesset. 

“What we have to do in the party 
is to create a situation in which 
things cannot be done without tak- 


ing the dovish stance into real con- 
sideration. We have to build up a 
faction where we are more strongly 
represented. 

“We are stronger than we have 
seemed. We have allowed others to 
get away with the idea that dovism is 
a minority view, and to proclaim 
their fidelity to the platform when 
that platform is surprisingly dovish. 
Our object,” says Eban, is to end 
Israeli control over the 1.3 million 
Arabs in the West Bank and Gaza. 
Our policy is to constitute a Pales- 
tine-Jordanian state to consist of the 
present territory of Jordan plus the 
populated areas of the West Bank 
and Gaza which would be evacuated 
by the IDr. 

“Our policy is to prevent the es- 
tablishment of Israeli settlements in 
urban areas and densely populated 
Arab districts...[and] to have a dia- 
logue with any Palestinian organiza- 
tion that abjures terrorism and the 
Covenant. We decline to talk to the 
PLO, so long as they do not so 
abjure. We accept Camp David -- 
and that was the most dramatic ever 
victory for the Palestinians. It says 
that the West Bank and Gaza are 
areas distinct from Israel whose fu- 
ture has not been determined, and 
that wil] not be determined Israel 
alone but by Egypt. Jordan and the 
Palestinians who will then have a . 
veto over the agreement.” 


EBAN’S AND the doves’ quarrel is 
thus not with the platform, but with 
the “so-called central stream, from 
whom we never hear any ideology of 
non-rule, non-coercion. Nor do we 
ever hear from them any attacks on 
the Likud...

The Strip has been relatively quiet this last week as attention 


has focused on the trials. But is it just the quiet 


before the storm? A report by BRADLEY BURSTON 


A DISHEVELLED, heavy-set IDF 
reservist in his late thirties stands by 
the steel pate of the military court- 
house in Gaza City, searching for a 
Cigarette. Lining the sidewalk past 
the gate, for a hundred metres, old 
women, barefoot kids and scores of 
youths mill around, mostly in si- 
lence. Some of them have been here 
every day for over a week, waiting 
for police vans to come up the hill 
from the detention camp, hoping for 
a word with a brother, a son, a 
busband. 

The soldier, ἃ father of three from 
Dimona, peers at the crowd through 
a space in the gate. 

“What gets me.” he says to ἃ re- 
porter, the ny oor Israeli Jew 
present, “is that nothing surprises 
these peuple. I heard Shamir after 
the riots saying he was surprised. 
Dan Shomron and (OC Southern 
Command) Yitzhak Mordechai said 
they weren't prepared. But take a 
look at these people. They're pre- 
pared for anything.” : 

From a distance, from the Israeli 
side, Gaza looks clean and tranquil, 
even pastoral. The rains after the 
riots have washed the blackened 
streets and left the fields bordering 
the cities a brilliant green.

But the sky is the giveaway that 
nothing has changed, that nothing 
ever really changes here. The 
clouds, as grey and dark as smoke, 
are low and threatening. 

Suddenly, the line of women seat- 
ed on the kerb snaps upward, and all 
heads turn toward a large police 
truck approaching the courthouse 
Street. A squad of aging police offi- 
cers emerges from a side door and 
pushes through the crowd to the 
truck. 

Six young men wave from under

“ΤῺ all right, mama, don’t wor- 
ry,” calls one of the detainees, be- 
Wore the truck disappears behind the 
gate. The youth’s mother is admit- 
ted into the courthouse compound, 
the others sit back down to wait. 


IN THE spare, dingy courtroom,’ 


the Israeli, the only reporter pre- 
Sent, takes a seat on an empty 


" bench. The large room is deserted 


except for six mothers, huddled 
against the cold on the front bench, 
their sons in the dock, and two IDF 
judiciary soldiers -- the prosecutor 
and the translator. 

Says the reservist, guarding the 
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door, “Everybody here looks the 
same after a while. It’s because no- 
body wants to be here. Not in this 
room and not in Gaza. If you ask the 
mothers where they're from, they 
won't tell you the name of the refu- 
gee camp they live in. They'll tell 
you the name of the neighbourhood 
in Jaffa or Ramla or Yavne they 
came from. ἢ 

“And if you think these people 
look like they don’t want to be here, 
just wait till you see the judge.” 

The translator shouts a phrase in 
Arabic and the youths and their 
mothers get to their feet. The judge, 
himself a reservist, himself ἃ parent, 
appears distinctly uncomfortable as 
he motions the gallery to their seats. 

es ee only a few min- 
utes. The ‘such proceeding’ in 
the last two days. the bearing is con- 
ducted with the shopwor inevita- 
bility of a bureaucratic exercise. 
Guilty pleas are entered, translated, 
recorded in the I. The sen- 
tence is passed (the one defendant 
who needs a shave gets 60 days, a 
NIS 700 fine, eight months’ sus- 
pended and five years’ probation; 
ghe others, 25 to 45 days), the defen- 
dants embrace their mothers and 
then board the truck for the ride 
back down to the detention camp. 

As the judge rises and prepara- 
tions are made for yet another case, 
the odd, somehow disturbing silence 
prevailing on the street outside 
seems even more pronounced in the 
courtroom, Local defence lawyers 
have boycotted the trials for over a 
week, and the one journalist cover- 
ing the i now rises to 
leave. 

On his way out, a father of two 
young detainees calls to the reporter 
in Arabic. The reservist, acting as 
translator. smiles and shrugs. 

“He wants you to stay here,” says 

the reservist. “He says when the 
journalists are present, they make 
the sentences shorter.” 
. Shortly after the reporter leaves, 
three detainees aged 15 to 17 are 
tried for throwing petro! bombs and 
sentenced to prison terms of from 
two to two-and- a-half years. - 

While a reliable IDF judicial 


“source points out that the longer 


sentences were a function of the se- 
verity of the charges and tbat the 
timing of the trial was a matter of 
coincidence, even he, a senior offi- 
cer well acquainted with the Gaza 
Strip, allows that it is unlikely that 


the crowd waiting on the sidewalk 
beside the courthouse would be con- 
vinced by this argument. 

“For one thing,” he says, “people 
here don't believe in coincidence.” 

What people do believe in here is 
becoming an issue of mounting con- 
cern to EDF authorities. Says a for- 
mer official of the Civil Administra- 
tion, “There’s now a sense among 
the people ‘that for the first time, 
they are united in their opposition to

CERTAINLY another factor in the 
ongoing volatility of Gaza is the 
deep conviction, especially among 
young people, of how very little they 
have to lose. 

Gaza Strip unemployment, al- 
ready at serious levels, is likely to 
skyrocket in coming years, given the 
fact that three out of four Gazans 
are under the age of 25. 

For youths in the sprawling refu- 
gee camps, the cumulative effect of 
local underdevelopment and fre- 
quent Israeli clampdowns on loose- 
ly-interpreted political activism has 
frequently been the conviction that 
education and moderation bear few 
rewards. 


A case in point is the family of a 
woman in Jebaliya, the refugee 
camp where one out of every nine 
Gaza Strip residents live. To reach 
the house of Um Musa Dalim, visi- 
tors must skirt a succession of open 
sewage gutters, 

Once inside, attention is drawn to 
a booksheif in the safon, where titles 
include Cost Accounting, Manageri- 
al Finance, and a succession of text- 
books in agronomy, engineering 
and biology. 

Now in her sixties, Um Musa has 
Taised five sons in this house, four of 
whom went to college and complet- 
ed bachelor’s degrees. 

None of the four are now working 
in their professions, however. One, 
an agronomist with a BS from Cairo 
University, was unable to find work 
and has spect the last several years 


‘yas a farmworker on Israeli mosha- 
vin, picking vegetables. 

Another son, who graduated 
from Bir Zeit University with a de- 
gree in business administration,

Reflections on

There ἴδ no point in guessing what 
sé fades" Bockion ‘will be: ; 
AS A REPORTER who has cov- 
ered the trial from the beginning I 
am often asked: “Nu, Ernie, what 
do you think, is it him or not?” The 
questioner, of course, does not wait 
for an answer but gives his own 
jon. 

Many people think that John 
Demjanjuk’s identity as Ivan the 
Terrible has been amply proven. 
Understandably, most Holocaust 
survivors are among them. 

But there are also many thought- 
ful peopie who, while they believe in 
Demjanjuk's guilt, are not satisfied 
that it has been proven beyond rea- 
sonable doubt. 

This group includes those who 


think that it is beyond any doubt 


that Demjanjuk was part of “Opera- 
tion Reinhard,” the German cam- 
paign to exterminate all Jews. They 
think that Demjanjuk certainly was 
enlisted as a guard by the SS, but 
that he may have served “only” at

Sobibor and at ‘ghetto extermina- 
tions, but that he was not Ivan the 
Terrible of Treblinka. The trial, of 
course, deals only with the accused's 
alleged role at Treblinka, and noth- 
ing else. 

‘A final group believes in Demjan- 
juk's total innocence, and takes his 
word for it that he sat out the war in 
German PoW camps. It is clearly 
impossible to assign statistical pro- 
portions to these groupings. 


THE GAME OF “judge-watching” 
is fascmating. Observers evaluate 
the judges’ pronouncements and de- 
cisions according to their own preju- 
dices. Some, coming from cooler 
climes, find it hard to accept the 
“interventionist” attitude of Levin, 
who is active rather than maintain- 
ing a silent, stony-faced facade. He 
often refers to the fact that the 
bench acts according to the Talmu- 
dic principle of lifnim meshurat ha- 
din, relaxing the fetter of the law, 
and bends over backwards to be fair 
to the defence.

ISRAEL’S GREATEST achieve- 
ment in its 40 years of existence, 
apart from staying alive and reason- 
ably healthy, was its ability during 2 
gestation period of only three years 
Bo re LEER το ἃ CRG Phage dee 
itself. 

This occurred immediately after 
the country’s own birth with its 
600,000 residents absorbing 690,000 
immigrants between 1948 and 1951. 

At a conference last week at the 
Ben-Zvi Institute dedicated to “the 
big aliya,” researchers and absorp- 
tion officials noted that these immi- 
grants would swiftly become instru- 
ments for settling a land largely 
lacking physical i and 
demographic sinews. 

Within a decade, 500 agricultural 
moshavim — along with a score of 
development towns - were estab- 
lished around the country. Togeth- 
er, they went far towards populating 
the vulnerable border areas and 
open spaces that had tempted 
infiltration, 

The decision to embark on mass 
immigration was not such an obvi- 
ous one. It countered past Zionist 
policy and would indeed be changed 
before long. Dr. Dalia Ofer noted 
that since the early part of the centu- 
ry, Zionist policy had been to limit 
immigration to numbers that the 
country could economically support 
even though the for more 
Jews, for political and security rea- 
sons, was plain. Emphasis was put 
on selective immigration — pioneers 
and others who could bear the bur- 
den of homeland building — and an 
inflow of capital to help build an 
economy.

Dr. Yitzhak Rafael, who headed 
the Jewish Agency's Aliya Depart- 
ment during the mass immigration 
period, noted at the conference that 
within one year after its start, voices 
were heard from the agency execu- 
tive urging a return to 2 slower and 
more selective process.

It is questionable 
whether history can 
offer any other 
example of nation- 
building as dramatic 
and effective as 
Israel’s, writes 
Abraham Rabinovich

Ben-Gurion overrode these ob- 
jections, claiming that within a few 
years the problem might be finding 
the immigrants that the country 
needed, not how to support those 
that were here. Nevertheless, a deci- 
sion was made in [95] to slow down 
the pace of immigration, particular- 
ly from North Africa where the 
French were still in control and 
there was no immediate danger to 
the Jewish population. The slow- 
down also affected places like ran 
and Turkey, although selective im-~ 
migration was never applied to a 
Jewish community that was in im- 
mediate danger. One speaker sug- 
gested that more than 100,000 Alge- 
flan Jews, among others, may have 
failed to come to Israel for this rea- 
son; others said that in the end all 
who wanted to come’ did. 

Geographer Elisha Efrat said that 
plans for population dispersal within 
the state which had been outlined in 
the 1930s by Jewish planners trained 
in Europe, served as guidelines in 
the 1950s. Despite the difficulties, he 
said, Israel's achievment in popula- 
tion dispersal was unparalleled, with 
{7 per cent of the population today 
living in development towns. 

Senta Josephtal, widow of Giora 
Josephtal who headed the Jewish 
Agency Absorption Department 
during this period, said that her hus- 
band and others responsible for set- 
dling the immigrants had been un- 
aware of any such master plan. 
“Everything was improvisation,” 
she said. “No one had τ that 
500,000 Arabs would leave the

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country, permitting immigrants to 
be settled in places like Jaffa, Lod, 
Safad.” 

Absorption began, she noted, 
amidst the turmoil of the War of 
Independence when almost all avail- 
able resources were being directed 
to the army. Tents had to be hur- 
Tiedly purchased as army surplus in 
the West for use in ma’abarot (tran- 
sit camps). In addition to camps in 
the centre of the country, ma'abaror 
were set up near kibbutzim in the 
Galilee and Negev where their resi- 
dents could find employment. When 
permanent settlements began to be 
built, the principal form of employ- 
ment offered to the immigrants was 
the building of their own homes. 
Almost as an afterthought, the au~ 
thorities began searching for more 
permanent sources of employment 
and hit on textile plants which would 
provide many jobs with relatively 
little investment. 

“We had thought that time would 
resolve inequalities — time. schools, 
intermarriage,” said Mrs. Josephtal. 
who was to become a member of the 
Knesset. “It didn’t work out that 
way. The matter required a deeper 
kind of treatment.” 

Dr. Ra‘anan Weitz, who directed 
the Rural Settlement Department of 
the Jewish Agency during this peri- 
od, noted that 500 new agricultural 
settlements had been created where 
only 250 had existed before.

, Plan our future.” says Judy Zimmet 
of her imprisoned boyfriend, Mor- 
ἡ dechai Vanunu. who is on trial for 
. espionage and treason following his 
, transmission of Israeli nuclear 
δ weapons secrets to The Sunday 
Times. She speaks of that future 
without the pessimism the situation 

. would seem to merit. 

Zimmet hopes to be the first de- 
fence witness called when the trial 
resumes in Jerusalem early in Janu- 
ary. She is hoping to see him in court 
~ for the first time since they parted 
in Beersheba in early 1986, when 
Vununu took off for his trip to the 
Far East and Australia. 


But she fears that the defence and ἡ 


prosecution may reach an aj 
ment whereby the trial, until now in 
camera, will be open to the public, 
with Vanunu monitoring it from 
outside the court via a closed-circuit 
television screen. “So again I won't 
see him.” she says mournfully. 

“They allow us to correspond, 
and are ready to have us see each 
other in Ashkelon prison, through 
an armoured-glass screen. But we 
will not be able to talk. 

“What things can he tell me that 
haven't already been, published, 
what secrets? His motives in doing 
what he did? He revealed those 
thoroughly in his letters. That he 
was abducted, and how? Vanunu’'s 
brother has already revealed it all in 
a press conference. That Israel has 
atomic weapons? That's all been 
published in books.” 

She maintains that Vanunu is be- 
ing continuously “punished” by the 
authorities - “and he's supposed to 
be innocent until proven guilty. 
There is malice in the way they are 
treating him.” 


JUDY ZIMMET, who works in a 
computer consultants’ office in Bos- 
ton, seems to be devoting her life to 
Vanunu, whose girlfriend she was 
for three months in (986, when she 
worked as 2 midwife and nurse in 
Beersheba's Soroka Hospital. 

She believes that Israel. “the 
Mossad.” used Vanunu for their 
own purposes. 

“They already knew about him, 
what he was going to do, when he

was in Australia. But they didn’t 
warm him or try to prevent him from 
going to England and telling all to 
The Sunday Times.” She believes 
the Mossad was interested in the 
publication of Vanunu’s nuclear 
revelations in order to enhance Isra- 
el’s deterrent image vis-a-vis the 
Arab states. 

“A nuciear bomb that’s secret is 
not ἃ deterrent,” she says.“This did 
no damage to Israel's security. 
Rather the contrary.” 

She also disputes the contention 
that Vanunu’s revelations served to 
induce the Arab states to produce 
their owa nuclear weapons. “They 
have been trying to do this for 
years.” 

Zimmet, who is a New York-bom 
Jew, believes that Israelis * have 
simply closed their minds about the 
whole nuclear question. It is a mat- 
ter they refuse to think about. They 
have decided to let their leaders do 
what they think best. 

“Israelis justify the nuclear policy 
on the basis of the belief that every- 
body is out to get them. A victim 
mentality. This enables them to 
have, and live comfortably with, 
double standards. 

“In some things, they claim they 


‘are part of the West and act like 


Westerners. In others, they close 
their eggshells and hide, acting ac- 
cording to different standards. Like 
in Vanunu’s kidnapping, which was 
contrary to international law, or the 
theft of various nuciear weapons 
components over the years in order 
to produce the bomb.” ; 

She believes it is inevitable that 
the Arabs will get the bomb. “And 
then what use will Israel's bombs 
be? Israel will be in mortal danger. 
But Israelis don’t think about this. 
It's important that that they do. And 
this was why Motti (Mordechai) did 
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what he did. He wanted to put Israel 
on trial, because it has nuclear 
weapons and obtained their compo- 
nents illegally.” : 

She speaks in this connection of 
the heavy-water shipments from 
Norway, which Israel obtained only 
after pledging to use them for peace- 
ful purposes. 


ZIMMET PROJECTS immense 
earnestness. sincerity and a sense of 
commitment. Only once in our con- 
versation did she display a glimmer 
of humour. She told me she was 
here for a few weeks in 1972, right 
after high school. ; 
“I came back in 1984, ina WUJS 
gramme, because I felt I wanted 
to do something for my own peo- 
ple.” But she rapidly became disillu- 
sioned with Israeli society and 


politics. 

“Motti and 1 shared views about 
things. This was the reason for our 
attraction. I was concerned by what 
I saw here. The image of the Jew as 
a questioning, liberal, critical being 
was being destroyed. Here, the feel- 
ing was that one should obey, blind- 
ly. We felt the same about discrimi- 
nation, Ashekenazi Jews against 
Sephardis, Jews against Arabs, Jews 
against Christians. 

“For Motti, the Lebanon War was 
a tuming point. He became much 
more politicized. Before then, he 
had been much more mainstream.” 

From being uncritical, he took a 
course in the opposite direction." 
Even in reserve duty, he tried to do 
as few combat duties as possible. He 
preferred to work in the kitchen, for 
example. He always did things for 
those discriminated against.” 

She doesn't think she affected 
Vanunu's thinking, propelling him 
towards a more critical view of Isra- 
el. “No, usually in our discussions, I 
sat and listened.” 

“T felt strongly about him, we dis- 
cussed a future life together. But he 
first wanted to travel abroad, alone. 
Later, we planned, we would get 
together again, after he had decided 
where he wanted to live. 

“At one point, he wrote to me 
from Australia asking me to join 
him there. But I'd already applied 
for and receive a place in the U.S. to 
do an M.A. in computer studies.” 

She tells me that Vanunu founded 
the Campus faction in Ben-Gurion 
University student politics and used 
to help Beduin and Arab students 
who had complaints. 

“No, I never thought of him as 
unbalanced. He never showed any 
sign of psychological aberration -- 
and I have worked with a fot of 
mentally sick people. He was just 
someone who questioned things, ex- 
amined. And he cared a lot about 
ideas — injustice, inequality -- not 
about material things.” 


SHE SENSES the ever-present 
eye of Big Brother upon her. She is 
certain that the Shin Bet is keeping 
constant tabs on her. 

“But from a distance. I've looked 
around a few times, and I've never 
seen anybody. But I know they are 
there, watching, following my 
movements. But I don’t care. ['m 
doing nothing illegal. I'm doing ev- 
erything very kosher. I know they 
are keeping tabs on Motti's family. 
And J know that in the U.S. my mail 
is monitored and my telephone is

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Choice for 88: Spiral of violence or moves for peace 


NINETEEN cighty-seven has en ὶ

In spite of the fact that Peres met with Kin: 
Hussein in the spring and they agreed on the come 
tions for, and the terms of, an international peace 
conference for the Middle East, the conference and 
Hid fegotiation process seems now further away 

an ever, 

— a bath American administration whose 

international aspirations are directed towards 
reducing tensions with the Soviet Union — mainly 
On strategic issues -- Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
could indeed be successful, from his point of view, 
by freezing Peres's initiative. 

in the absence of an inventive, ambitious and 
truly committed American involvement in the pre- 
liminary stage, the premier made use of the politi- 
cal stalemate in the cabinet to paralyse any pro- 
gress on the long, slippery road to peace. Now he 
even claims that there has never been an agreement 
with the Jordanian monarch, notwithstanding the 
fact that he himself argued with U.S. diplomats 
about the meaning of certain formulations used in 
that “non-existent” document. 


For a while, it seemed that Mr. Shamir's reading 
of the state of affairs was correct. One cannot deny 
that there was — and probably still is -- a certain 
degree of ambivalence in the American attitude 
towards the idea of an international peace confer- 
ence, hence a bilateral American-Israeli under- 
standing of the foundations for settling the Arab- 
Israeli conflict without Soviet and European 
Participation could be achieved and should be 
preferred. 

During the last eight months, some observers 
really believed that this was the correct reading of 
U.S. policy in the Middle-East. Washington itself 
did very {little to prove otherwise, until the recent 


disturbances among the Palestinians under Israeli 
rule. 


ATFIRST, the administration criticized Israel only 
for the use of “excessive force.” In his congressio- 
nal testimony, Richard Murphy, the assistant secre- 
tary of state, described the security measures ap- 
plied by Israel in the territories as “sometimes 
inconsistent with recognized international stan- 
dards.” His main criticism was pointed at issues of 
human rights, such as the use of live ammunition to 
contain demonstrators and refusing requests from 
Palestinians for family reunification. ᾿ 
On these issues, Murphy noted that the Israeli 
leaders “don't take kindly to consult with friends,” 
but he did not criticize Israel for the very fact of 
holding the territories and their inhabitants. He 
only said that “the situation in the occupied territo- 
ries” — that is how the Americans refer to Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza ~ “fluctuates between periods of 
calm and periods of unrest, but tensions are chronic 
and appear to be increasing, especially in the refu- 
ges camps and among younger Palestinians.” 
Very shortly thereafter, on the same day, the 
State Department issued a communique which 
blamed the problem on the Jack of progress to- 
wards peace, something that was even less pleasing 
to the Israeli ear: “ὙΠ state of war, now in its 40th 
year, and the occupation, now in its 2ist year, exact 
a toll on the 1.5 million Palestinians in the territo- 
ties and on israel as well. In the absence of a peace 
and a political agreement, the prevailing atmos- 
phere is one of tension and mutual distrust.“ 
This is an even document, expressing the typical, 
traditional tendency of the State Department's di- 
plomacy. Both sides share responsibility — the Ar- 
abs for continuing “the state of war” and the 
Israelis for continuing “the occupation.” That 
even-handed diplomacy prevents accusations of 
narrow-mindedly taking sides in the conflict. It also 
serves the image of the U.S. as the only possible 
mediator between the hostile parties, in order to 
establish a pax Americana in our region. The State 
Department, cautious and prudent enough not to 


take sides. refrained from endorsing either a pro- 
Israeli or a pro-Arab position. 

It did not take more than 24 hous until castigat- 
ing Israel crossed that line of what igen to be 
an objective. neutral judgement. This ti 
condemnation came directly from Israel's best 
friend — President Reagan. Calling for restraint on 
both sides, the White House said: “The continuing 
occupation is exacting a heavy price on the 1.5 
million Palestinian in the territories and on Israel as 
well.” 5 

The meaning of the presidential denouncement 
is not far from justification of the disturbances in 
the territories to which he also refers as “occu- 
pied.” The same American president who solemnly 
declared war on terrorism and has always been an 
active, reliable ally of Israel in its continuing fight 
against the PLO. appears in ἃ new light. He distin- 
guishes — as Israel has always argued that one 
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should - between the PLO and the Palestinian 
cause. His firm anti-PLO policy gives even more 
weight to his position with regard to the Palestinian 
problem, which he conceives as 2 result of “the 
continuing occupation.” 


ONE DOES not need an extra-ordinary IQ and a 
creative imagination in order to realize what should 
be done, according to Reagan: The situation, de- 
fined as exacting a “heavy price” on both the 1.5 
million Palestinians and Israel, should be changed. 
In other words. “the continuing occupation” 
should come to an end.

-S. position, as it was described 10 years 

then president Carter to then premier Bean B 
casting responsibility on the situation, the U.S. 
reiterates that its fundamental position regarding 
the proper solution to the Palestinian problem and 


recognition of the borders between Israel and its 
neigbours, has not been changed since president 
Johnson -- another true, great friend of Israel - 
declared it immediately after the Six Day War in 
1997. That position is that Israel's lasting borders 
cannot “reflect the weight of occupation,” or that 
Israel should withdraw from most of the said terri- 
tories with “miner modifications,” or “minor 
adjustments.” 

These formulations were at the basis of al} the 
plans, programmes and blueprints made in the 
U.S. for use in the Middle East. The administra- 
tions of presidents Johnson, Nixon, Carter and 
Reagan shared that principal, which was rejected 
by the Israeli governments of premiers Eshkol. 
Meir, Rabin, Begin, Shamir and Peres. In spite of 
the essential differences of opinion between the 
two countries with regard fo the future of Israel 
borders, confrontation has been, most of the time, 
avoided, because of the simple reason that both 
countires agree that the borders would be deter- 
mined upon the establishment of peace, through 
direct negotiations. ; 

When the negotiations with Egypt started, pre- 
mier Begin proposed a restoration of Egyptian 
sovereignty over the Sinai and a functional, non- 
territorial arrangement in Judea, Semaria and the 
Gaza district for a transitional period of time — thus 
by-passing the apple of discord between Israel and 
the U.S., as well as between Israel and Egypt. 

The terzitorial meaning of a solution to the Pales- 
tinian problem is debatable - not only between 
Israel and the Arabs but also between her and the 


Israel's aspirations is too low to speculate on. 


THIS ANALYSIS leads to two consequences: 
First, from the territorial point of view, Israel gains 
very little from its success to drive a wedge between 
the PLO and the Palestinian cause. On the con-

There is a deep 
and wide gap between the traditional American 
and Israeli territorial positions, and once negotia- 
tions start; that gap can develop into ἃ dangerous 
confrontation.

The proper approach to national ventures in science and technology 
STS, the way to better 
decision-making | 


THE SOCIAL and political argu- 
ments that surrounded the discon- 
tinuation of the Lavi project, often 
self-serving and degenerating into 
nationalistic ‘incantations and 
threats, provide important lessons 
for the future decision-making on 
technological policies. 

Designing a fighter plane, build- 
ing a nuclear power plant or starting 
genetic engineering firms all have 
not only an economic rationale but 
also a potential for serious political 
and cultural consequences which 
ought to be assessed beforehand. In 
order to improve the quality of deci- 
sion-making and public debate on 
science and technology policies, it is 
crucial to develop a broad educa- 
tional programme designed to pre- 
sent science and technology as cul- 
tural and social phenomena. 

Such education is often called by 
the acronym STS, which stands for 
Science, Technology and Society. 
STS programmes have proliferated 
in the United States and Western 
Europe in the last two decades and 
have attracted future scientists, en- 
gineers and technicians as well as 
ordinary citizens. This educational 
experience, often beginning at sec- 
ondary school, has proven impor- 
tant for participatory democracies in 
which people — not necessarily those 
directly involved in the production 
of technology -- are called upon to 
decide on matters of policy. 

Financial difficulties heighten the 
concern about the future of Israel's 
science, The concern is’ centred 
largely on the aging of research fa- 
cilities and the curtailment of sci- 
ence teaching. While investment in 
science ought to be increased (Pro- 
fessor Feldman of the Weizmann 
Institute made this point most elo- 
quently in The Jerusalem Post Mag- 
azine of September 18), one should 
also realize that some people would 


benefit from learning less science 
but more about it. 


PROVIDING more of the usual sci- 
ence courses will not alleviate the 
ignorance of cultural and political 
aspects of science by scientist and 
citizen alike. According to John Zi- 
man, a physicist and member of the 
Royal Society of London, “science 
education is naively ‘for’ science, 
every day, in every way, without 
qualification or limitation as to its 
reliability, scope or relevance.” 

Even the history of science, an 
essential constituent of the STS, is 
not always conducive to balanced 
understanding. It can degenerate 
into impassioned’ promotion of sci- 
ence, particularly if written as a se- 
quence of successes that contribute 
to the cumulation of scientific 
knowledge. 

Emphasis on successes in the 
teaching of science is understand- 
able bat gravely misleading. Israeli 
Scientists should not only be encour- 
aged to study humanities of their 
choice; they must take a few of the 
various subjects abour science, such 
as the history, philosophy and soci- 
ology of science, science policy, 
scientometrics and the history of 
technological innovation. These dis- 
ciplines should present their chosen 
pursuit in a more realistic light. STS 
should also spread to secondary 
schools and techological colleges 
and become part of common knowl- 
edge on an equal footing with sci- 
ence subjects. 

Since science is presented as the 
basis of most technological, medical 
and agricultural achievements. it 
has to be reliable and universal. 
Doubts about the omnipotence of 
science may appear subversive to 
Many a promoter of technological 
civilization. (In the early years of 
STS, the Washington-based Science 


magazine rhetorically asked, 
“Should History of Science be X- 
rated?"") Thus, rigour and hardness 
of facts become idea{s transcending 
the realm of science. Whatever ap- 
pears at variance with these ideals is 
discarded as irrelevant or, worse, 
non-existent and unworthy of the 
slightest attention by a serious 
teacher of science. _ 

What is a potent tool of scientific 
inquiry becomes an obstacle to com- 
prehension of not only non-scientif- 
ic realities but, ironically, of science 
itself. Creating industrial parks and 
networks of training centres in sci- 
ence and technology must be accom- 
panied by a concerted effort to un- 
derstand cultural and social 
implications of such develoments. 
The STS can offer no ready-made 
solutions to cure the problems of 
Israel's (or any other country’s) sci- 
ence and technology. It does prom- 
ise a gradual improvement in public 
and politicians’ understanding of the 
socio-cultural complexity of modem 
science and technology. 


THE INTRODUCTION of STS 
into the curricula of Israeli second- 
ary and post-secondary schools is 
long overdue, Jews entered modern 
science in the 19th and 20th centu- 
ries, when modern science was in- 
distinguishable from ideologies of 
scientism and positivism. Yet draw- 
ing distinctions between science and 
scientism is essential for developing 
science in moder society. Scientism 


preconizes application of scientific 
methods and reasoning to all 
spheres of human life. It enables 
one to draw moral statements from 
factual claims. 

Jews were the first to suffer from 
an extreme form of scientism. The 
systenratic massacres they were sub- 
jected to in Europe during World 
War II were not only technologically 
refined but also science-based. A sci- 
entific rather than the traditional re- 
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ligious argument was used to con- 
vince many a cultivated German to 
organize and perpetuate the massa- 
cres, and it matters little that the 
argument used was not part of the 
then existing consensus in genetics 
and physical anthropology. What 
Mattered was that science carried 
the requisite moral authority to jus- 
tify the killings. The effect science 
can produce on populations brought 
up to respect science as the ultimate 
source of wisdom can be terrifying 
indeed. 

There may be fewer [sraelis today 
who believe that science should be 
the only authority for belief and the 
only criterion for action, even 
though the sentiment has deep roots 
in Zionist thinking. It is often as- 
sumed that scientists and engineers 
are competent to run the country, 
let alone its science and technology 


system. There is deep symbolism in 
the fact that a chemist became the 
first president of Israel and that the 
presidency was also offered to Al- 
bert Einstein. In the 1970s, the pres- 
ident was Ephraim Katzir, an emi- 
nent scientist with strong links to the 
military. 

Development of STS in Israel 
may not come from the traditional 
elites, particularly in view of the fact 
that so mach of lerael’s R ἃ Ὁ sys- 
tem is tied up with defence. A prom- 
inent member of Israel's scientific 
and political establishments admit- 
ted that he would rather have mon- 
ey spent on a new weapon than on 
developing STS curricula. Not only 
are the elites brought up to emulate 
the great Zionist improvisers of the 
past, many of them are also imbued 
with technocratic ideas contracted 
among certain U.S. defence circles 
with which they come into frequent 
and usually unequal contact. 

Strategic dependence on the U.S. 
is expressed not only in the supply of 
military materiel. Another, more 
grievous expression is ideological 
imitation, which seems almost inev- 
itable when Israeli elites have most 
of their formative foreign experi- 
ence in the U.S. The imitation is, of 
course, selective. While technocrat- 
ic thinking is assimilated, the impor- 
tance of political constraints, either 
from the Congress or from the 
American public -- both of them 
quite sophisticated when it comes to 
matters of technology policy — is 


missed. And for a good reason: such 
checks and balances are largely un- 
known in Israel. 


THE ISRAELI public must realize 
that science and technology have be- 
come too important for the country 
to be left to scientists and technolo- 
gists. The development of STS in 
Israel should begin with the expan- 
sion of the few existing courses into 
curricula designed for specific audi- 
ences, such as scientists, engineers 
or political scientists. 

However, STS should extend well 
beyond the confines of the campus. 
Pre-university science teaching 
should integrate elements of STS,. 
and appropriate programmes ought 
to be developed by a concerted ef- 
fort of STS specialists and experts in 
secondary education. Innovative in- 
dustrialists with’a broad social vision 
(sucti as Stef Wertheimer) and even 
an institution like the Histadrut 
stand to gain from the developmert 
of the STS in the country. Interna- 
tional Jewish organizations engaged 
in the long-term effort to enhance 
technological education in Israel, 
such as ORT, can also help spread 
STS in Israel. 

STS can also fulfil a iong-term 
need to harmonize, the cultures of 
science and technology with those 
essentially non-Western cultures 
that characterize the present and fu- 
ture of Israeli society. [ἢ this sense it 
was timely indeed for Professor 
Feldman to invite rabbis to σὺ be- 
yond the purely halachic interface 
between technology anu Judaism 
(e.g. developing devices that can be 
used on the Sabbath) and initiate 
discussion of moral and cultural is- 
sues of science and technology. 

Cultural integration of science 
and technology in a country like Is- 
rae! cannot be simple. A veritable 
absorption of the two by saciety oc- 


curs when they are presented as an. 
integral part of one’s cultural heri- 
tage rather than in the context of 
cultural and socia) domination. “In- 
feriorization” of non-Ashkenazi, 
and a fortiori of Arab cultures, quite 
common in Israel. is a serious im- 

diment to the realization of a 
Figh-tech society in Israel. 

An important step towards devel- 
oping STS in the region was the 
organization of a symposium on the 
subject of Modern Science and the 
Moslem World sponsored by the 
Organization of Islamic Confer- 
ence. As a speaker at the meeting, 
taking place in a charming Istanbul 
palace where the sultan had report- 
edly received Herzl. 1 met scholars 
and scientists from nearly 20 na- 
tions, some of them Israel's close 
neighbours. 

The awareness of cultural and po- 
litical aspects of science and technol- 
ogy was quite impressive, particu- 
larly if one recalls that most of these 
countries began to cultivate modern 
science later than Israel did. While, 
they steadily catch up with Israel in- 
terms of science and technology. 
they ulso make a consistent effort to 
develup strategies to integrate mod- 
ern science in contemporary Mos-. 
lem civilization, The best specialists: 
in science and in STS are mobilized 
to deal with this long-term concern, 
and it is noteworthy that the Third 
World Academy of Science, headed 
by Professor Abdus Salam. a devout 
Moslem and ἃ Nobel! laureate in the- 
oretical physics. was among the 
sponsors of the meeting. :

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1987 : The roots of all evils 


The zenith of sport in the year 1987 was attained in the. Davis Cup 
in Gothenburg, Sweden, where the Indian team of Ramesh Krishnan, 
Vijay Amritraj and Anand Amritraj never queried a single umpire’s 
decision or earned even a token warning. They enthused about their 
opponents’ good shots as much as they did about their own. This was 
sportsmanship of the highest quality. 

‘The year’s nadir? There were so many appalling examples of actual 
dishonesty in sport, let alone of bad sportsmanship, that it is impossi- 
ble to award to any one act the dubious prize of being the year's worst 
blow to sport. In 1986 it was easier to pinpoint the atrocity of the year 
— Diego Maradona’s “hand of God” putting the ball into the English 
net in the World Cup. : 

‘We must face the facts: the whole concept of sport as it used to be 
known has been debased by money and showbiz. Now anything goes. 
Jn tennis, a man like Pat Cash took advantage, with a shrug of the 
shoniders, of an wmpire’s gross error in a Grand Slam match with 
Andrei Chesnekov — he justified his action by saying that he was 
accepting the umpire’s ruling. That would be acceptable, if he did not 
Scream to high heaven whenever a decision went against him. We 
‘wonder what Harry Hopman or the redoubtable Australians of the 
"Seventies thought about Cash’s atittude. 

The Swedish tennis players are considered eccentric because they 
stil approach tennis as a sporting encounter. When Mats Wilander 
was an unknown youngster who reached the final of the French 
Open, he insisted on replaying a point, awarded. in bis favour, 
because he thought that the umpire had erred. How many other 
players would do so? 

When Bill Tilden, champion of the world, was playing an unknown 
South African, Brian Norton, at Wimbledon in 1921, he was ill, and 
Norton unexpectedly established a two sets to love lead. Tilden 
changed his tactics and started to use drop shots. This angered the 
crowd, for some mysterious reason, and they booed Tilden merciless- 
ly - they were also against him because of the rumours that he was a 
homosexual. Their misbehaviour infuritated, not Tilden, but Norton, 
who deliberately threw two sets to counteract the effect of the crowd 
on his opponent. Tilden won the fifth set and ended Norton's brief 
chance of being ἃ Wimbledon winner, but-not of being 2 revered 
Sportsman, Can one imagine any modern tennis player committing 
harakiri this way on the altar of sportsmanship? 

‘The whole concept of sport is that it is a coutest between individuals 
or teams, conducted according to well-established rules. In a way. it 
can be considered warfare turned into an amiable pastime, providing 
physical exercise and mental and emotional stimulus.There are few 
thrills in modern life as great as winning a game - provided it is played 
honestly, according to the rules. - 

At the higher levels, a neutral Ὦ is appointed as umpire or 
teferee to make all the decisions about whether actions complied with 
the rales — in tennis, whether shots were in or out; in soccer, whether 
forwards were offside or whether the ball was handled; in baseball, 
whether balls pitched were strikes or balls; in cricket, whether a catch 
was cleanly held. 

The same principle applies in all sport. At lower levels, participants 
act as umpires, the overriding principle being that you give the benefit 
of the doubt to the t. 

‘We can imagine readers saying impatiently, ‘What old-fashioned 
nonsense! What matters now is victory — and the amount of money 
that the winner earns!” 

This thought brings us to the crux of the crisis in sport -- money, the 
root of all evil, has corrupted almost every sport out of all recogni- 
tion. of tennis tournaments emphasises how much money 
the winner, losing finalist, semi-finalists, quarter-finalists and so on 
take home from the event, as if these figures were of any importance 
to anyone except the person concemed and the income tax collector. 

Part of this corruption, of course, is due to television taking over 
sport and dictating its dress, style, timing, rules and payments. 
Cricketers wear fancy dress and play limited over cricket to get on to 
the screen; tennis players agreed to the nonsense of tiebreaks, soccer 
players to sudden death penalties, so as to fit into time schedules. 
With TV came the enormous sums of money. 

‘We don’t grudge the players their vast fortunes. Amateurism and 
shamateurism were grossly unfair to people who had every right to be 
paid for their talents. Furthermore, training for sport required so . 
much hard work and dedication that it ceased to be a pastime for 

with incomes from other sources. By all means let us have 
ionalism, Hint act television, showbiz. . 
But we're not the least bit interested in what the players earn, only 
in how they play the game. When we go to the theatre to watch Ian 
McKellen doing his one-man Shakespeare performance, we talk 
about his production and acting, not about how much he collects from ἢ 
each lair The same thing applies to a Barenboim concert. 
Or a TV film. We don’t care how much money they earn with their 
skills. Good luck to them — as long as they perform well. 
. The truth is that actors and musicians have been paid from time 


“jmmemmorial, so they can treat filthy lucre with grace. For sportsmen 


it is comparatively new to get filthy lucre in such vast quantities, so it 
is understandable that they behave in a vulgar nouveau riche way. But 
there is no reason why we should let them get away with their crude 
misbehaviour — insulting umpires, breaking rules, making ἃ mockery 
of sport. 

These vices are imitated even by amateurs and juniors, so that we 
have boys behaving disgracefully and peopte playing allegedly friend- 
ly games cheating and insulting each other. The corruption of money 
is seeping through everything, and is taking the fun out of sport. 

Money can be a fascinating subject — great books and films, as well 
as bad books and films, bave been devoted to the subject. But it has 
no place in sport. When we think more of the money than of the game 
itself, it is an offence, a corruption, a corrosion. The workman is 
worthy of his hire ~ by all means let the players get paid, but let us 
hope that in this New Year ahead of us we will manage to keep the 
whole money aspect for the managerial offices, and off the courts and 
playing-fields. 

Only then will we clean up sport, and eradicate all the nonsense of 
dissent and dishonesty.

CONTRARY to the common wis- 
dom. the price of a flat or cottage is 
not rising quickly and to prohibitive 
levels ~ only the price for the house 
that you, and for that matter every- 
one else, wants to buy. Except in the 
few preferred locations where de- 


mand is exceptionally heavy, and - 


among bigger homes, prices have in 
fact been lagging behind the Con- 
sumer Price index. 

The index of flat and key-money 
prices was up only 15.3 per cent in 
the 12 months ending last October, 
compared with a 17.9 per cent gain 
in the CPI. “On the whole, when 
you look at the Israeli average, the 
rise in apartment prices has not been 
so high,” observes Housing Ministry 
economist Bari Tzerniavsky. 

But, of course. this is a national 
average of all homes in all places. A 
breakdown according to the size of 
flats already gives an indication of 


‘the problem facing a home-buyer 


today. 

Between February and August 
{ast year, for instance, the CPI rose 
6.8 per cent while the price of a 
typical flat in Jerusalem was up only 
4.4 per cent, according to Housing 
Ministry figures.

True, the number of housing starts 
in 1987 is expected to be about 8 per 
cent ahead of the 1986 Jevel but at 
around 19,000 units, that’s not much 
—about 18 per cent less than in 1983. 
In the major cities, the number of 
starts is even lower; there is no vir- 
tually no space left to build on.

SOME TIME AGO, a big Israeli 
concern ordered some very sophisti- 
cated equipment from Japan.

The Japanese techoician was 
quite calm and polite, bat he 
seemed to be a teacher who knew 
fess than his students. In response to 
each enquiry regarding potential 
uses of the machine, the Japanese 
technician answered either that he 
hadn't enough information or that 
he was incapable of an explanation. 
He would call his home office in 
Japan for answers to questions un- 
obtainable by turning to his manual.

More than 14,000 members of the

At the same time, however, the 
Histadrut bas increased the level of 
Kupat Holim’s funding from the 
mas ahid, the contribution made by 
Histadrut members. In 1982, 66 per 
cent of these contributions went to 
Kupat Holim while last year the per- 
centage reached an estimated 70.5 
per cent, labour federation officials 
said. 


The increase in funding followed 
government pressure on the Hista- 
drut to divert more of its income to 
the health fund from other Hista- 
drut activities. 

At yesterday’s meeting, the com- 
mittee also approved a NIS 149.5 
million budget for 1988, an 18 per 
cent increase over last year. It will 
finance the Histadrut’s activities in 
fields as varied as labour councils, 
which will get NIS 53.3m. this year, 
and the Am Oved publishing house, 
which received NIS 200. 

Another NIS 160,000 was set 


aside for the celebration of May 
Day, more than double 1986. - 

The labour federation’s finance 
committee, which drew up the bud- 
get, did point out that there was 
room to consider increasing Kupat 
Holin’s allocation from the mem- 
bership funds, which this year 
reaches 72 per cent.

Our tinted view 


DULY despatched but ἃ few hours ago, the year 1987 was a 
year of transition. Like all . But then there is no reason to 
make an exception for 1987. The real difficulty lies in figuring 
out where we are transiting to, and how pleasing, if at all, the 
prospects. 

Intelligent peering into the near future is aided where it is 
preordained that general elections will be held shortly before 
1988 is over. Such is the case in Israel and the U.S:, two 
headline-grabbing countries whose destinies may in no smalf 
measure be intertwined. 

The onset of general elections in democratic states prom- 
ises, as a rule, no dramatic changes during the preceding year. 
Unless, that is, such changes are needed to impress voters 
before they march into the polling booths. Speculation in the 
U.S. is now rife that the hardlining anti-communist president 
may next spring agree with the Soviet communist leader on 
scrapping half of their nuclear strategic arsenal. That should 
please many, though by no means ail, American voters. 

On the other hand, there is little chance that Washington 
will this year step to move the so-called. Middle East peace 
process off dead centre -- even if things were to get worse in 
the territories occupied by Israel. The impact of such interfer- 
ence on the American elections would be too uncertain to 
warrant the taking of risks. : 

If matters were to deteriorate in the territories, that would 
only be seized upon by at least half of Israel's government as 
added reason to stand pat and not budge. And if the idea of an 
international conference on Arab-Israe] peace may still be 
bandied about in 1988, it will get nowhere, biocked by Jerusa- 
lem’s Right and the Moscow-supported Arab Left. 

Economically, 1988 has already been billed in official Israeli 
pronouncements as a year of transition -- into future economic 
growth. Assuming that no serious recession is triggered in the 
U.S. by tremors from “Black Monday,” stability could pre- 
sumably be secured, but only by strict avoidance of the famil- 
jar election-year shenanigans. This is a pretty tall order, and 
matters have not been made any easier by the Treasury's 
placing the heaviest burden of stability on the frail shoulders of 
those of modest means. 

In the meantime. the country's affluent classes breezily 
parade their penchant for the high life. As though it was Israel 
that was making the U.S. a gift of $3 billion annually, and not 
the other way round. 

The prospects, then, cannot be said to be entirely pleasing. 
But there is no law against wearing rose-tinted glasses, and 
seeing everything, or most everything, come up roses.

The Paris bourse indicator fell 
1.55 per cent. “People are afraid the 
excessive downward slide of the doi- 
lar is not over,” a Paris stockbroker 
said. The London share index is 
down around 30 per cent from its 
all-time peak, reached in mid-July, 
although it is slightly above where it 
started the year. Wall Street shares 
are down about 28 per cent from 
their August all-time high, and like 
the London market are also just 
above the year's starting levels. 

“The UK market will continue to 
be affected by offshore factors for 
quite some time,” one London deal- 
er said of the sliding dollar. 

But other markets have been even 
harder hit — Frankfurt’s FAZ index 
is down 36 per cent from where it 
stood a year ago, Amsterdam shares 
ended the year at mid-1984 levels, 
and Swiss shares are down nearly 29 
per cent. Paris shares are 39 per cent 
below their 1987 peaks. 

“It’s a pretty miserable end to the 
year,” one dealer said.

WHILE WE IN Israel, true to our 
predilection for masochistic intro- 
spection, have been grappling with 


the events of the past few weeks, it 
seems that the Palestinian side has 
been too flushed with victory to ask 
where this is all leading. : 
The riots, from the Arabs’ point 
of view, were an undoubted success. 

The Palestinian issue replaced the 
Gulf and the Iraq-Iran war as the 
focal point of international interest; 
they achieved unprecedented levels 
of open support from Israel's Arabs; 
they strained Israel’s relationships 
with the U.S., the European Com- 
munity, Egypt and Jordan; they 
forced the Israeli army to expend 
millions of dollars from a strained 
defence budget and to divert front- 
line troops from border duties and 
training schedules; and they had Is- 
rae] divided internally, and criti- 
cized externally, more than at any 
= since ie 1982 Lebanon War. 

jut perhaps most important was 
that the inhabitants of the territories 
realized their collective power to 
change events, despite the lack of 
formal organization — a lesson, one 
fears,that will not be lost on those 
who prefer anarchy rather than con- 
ciliation as the path to the attain- 
ment of national goals. 

But though the riots may have 
been a short-term success, and fu- 
ture riots may bring further short- 
term victories until the machinery of 
suppression and the loss of interna- 
tional interest quell them for a 
while, the “victory” will be lost if it 
does not lead to some fundamental 
thinking and introspection on the 
Palestinian side as well. 

After all, the casualties, economic

GIVEN THESE realities. time 
hardly seems to be on the side of 
either the Palestinians or those in 
Israel who would like to see ἃ mutu- 
ally acceptable political settlement. 
Time is only on the side of extrem- 
ists on both sides who want all or 
nothing, and the implications of this 
should be as troubling to the inhab- 
itants of the territories as it is to the 
Israeli centre. 

Peace Now held several demon- 
strations during the riots. They drew 
only disappointing tumouts. Worse, 
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few of the people there seemed to 
know exectly what they were dem- 
onstrating about. OF rather what 
they were demonstrating for.. 

They were not happy about the 
laws being applied in the territories, 
but did not want to change them lest 
this be seen as de facto annexation. 
They did not want a heavy hand 
applied, but they also did not want 
riots. They wanted territorial com- 


promise, but could not think whom. 


we are supposed to compromise 
with. 

Their message was as confused 
and diffused as the message of the 
right is clear -- which perhaps ex- 
plains why we are losing so many of 
our own youth to the belief that 
might is right. 

Thus the country applauded, for 
the most part, when Defence Minis- 
ter Rabin returned from the U.S. 
and announced the implementation 
of an “iron fist” policy. It applauded 
again when our leaders told the U.S. 
that it would not be intimidated by 
threats, and yet again when Egypt 
was reminded that peace is a two- 
way avenue, 

Now that a modicum of peace and 
stability has been restored, the ap- 
plause appears to have been justi- 
fied. Rabin’s iron fist seems to have 
worked.The conclusion one can 
draw is that force is the only means 
of maintaining stability until a solu- 
tion is found. 

In Israel, the elections to be held 
in November may give one party a 
clear mandate for political action. 
What that mandate will be depends 
almost as much on the Palestinians 
as it does on the Israelis. f
